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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 29 April 2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 4, 6-12, 14 and 19-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding independent claims 2, 6, 10-12, 14 and 23, a search of the prior art 
does not disclose or reasonably suggest the polymer compound of claimed formula I with 
Ar 1 and Ar 2 each being the groups claimed. 

The closest prior art of Tieke ( v 459) teaches the diketopyrrolopyrrole polymer 
which can include, for example, thiophene or pyridine, but Tieke also includes phenyl 
groups whereas Ar 1 an Ar 2 of claim 2 do not have any phenyl.

b. Regarding independent claims 4, 7, 9, 20-21 and 25, a search of the prior art does 
not disclose or reasonably suggest the polymer compound of claimed formula I with Ar 1 , 
Ar 2 and Ar 3 each being the groups claimed. 

The closest prior art of Tieke ( v 459) teaches the diketopyrrolopyrrole polymer 
which can include, for example, thiophene or pyridine, but Tieke also includes phenyl 
groups whereas Ar 1 an Ar 2 of claim 4 do not have any phenyl. 

c. Regarding independent claims 8 and 19, a search of the prior art does not disclose 
or reasonably suggest the polymer compound as a terpolymer as claimed including these 
three groups: 




with the substituents of R 1 , R 2 , Ar 1 , Ar 2 , R 6 , R 7 , R 41 and n as set forth by the claim. 

The closest prior art of Tieke ( v 459) teaches the diketopyrrolopyrrole polymer 
which can include a dipropylene benzene group, but Tieke does not teach that the 
polymer also includes the 2,5-diphenyl-l,3,4-oxadiazole group. 

d. Regarding independent claims 22 and 24, a search of the prior art does not 
disclose or reasonably suggest the polymer compound of claimed formula I with Ar 1 and 
Ar 2 each being the groups claimed. 
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The closest prior art of Tieke ( v 459) teaches the diketopyrrolopyrrole polymer 
which can include a dipropylene benzene group, but Tieke does not teach that the 
polymer also includes the 2,5-diphenyl-l,3,4-oxadiazole group.
